With summer's advent, more 
minors are seeking full- or part- 
time employment. Because we are 
all concerned for the safety and 
education of our youth, the Romu- 
lus Police Department would like 
to remind employers that all mi- 
nors 17 years of age and under 
must obtain a work permit from 
the Romulus School District:

Congratulations, you have become 
engaged and are bursting with happi- 
ness! What do you do next, now that 
your dream has come true?

Budget — Among the first things 
that you must decide upon is your bud- 
get.

8-10 medium garlic cloves, minced 

1 tablespoon minced fresh basil or 
1 teaspoon dried basil, oregano,
